Anfw. When Men began to degenerate 
from the fimplicity of the Apoftles, they 
broke out into Divifions, and different Par- 
ties oppofed each other : Wheras thofe that 
were true Imitators of the Apoltles from the 
time of /reneus, united all the Churches of 
the whole World into the fame Faith, be- 
caufe in that happy Age, Men were not 
Difturbed and Perfecuted for Opinions that 
were of {mall Importance, but all that held 
the Fundamental Dottrines were received as 
Brethren ; and onthe contrary, Perfons did 
not fet up for their own Opinions, in op- 
pofition to the fettled Faith of the Church: 
But the Churches had not long flourifht, be- 
fore Pride, Ambition and Avarice crept in 
amongft them, and banifhed Innocency and 
the Purity of Manners, then they began to 
Difpute, and the ftrongeft Party made their 
Opinions pafs for Articles of Faith. The 
Bifhop of Rome, to raife himfelf above the 
reft, endeavoured to make the Opinions, 
Worfhip and Pradtice of his Church to be 
received throughout the whole World, which 
immediately caufed the Schifm of the Eaftern 
Churches, and in the following Ages has 
produced all the Weftern Divifions : The 
beft Remedy for which wou’d be to prefs as 
Neceflary to Salvation only thofe fimple and 
pure Opinions at firlt held by the Apoftles, 
delivered to ns in Sacred Writ: And in re- 
fpe&t to thofe Doctrines that are not Ne- 
ceflary to Salvation, to leave the Church as 
much at Liberty as in outward Ceremo- 
nies.
